Bot the ocironmstances under which the
newspaper is written, and the purpose for
whioh it is intended, mnst not be forgottsn.
A “leader'’ oceasionslly may becarefully con-
gidered and prepared, but the journal is, as
its name denotes, writien in the day, for the
day, and the style of authorship fisted forsuob
use is peculiar. Instautaneous effect wust by
produced, and facts wust be marshalled and
arguments arranged fn themethod best adapted
to this aim. There is uo time for the carsfal
ereotion of & line of argument fitted to the
e#say or review, aud espevially no opportunity
for that careful revision so0 nsoessary to
prune the too fluent style of its reduu-
davoies, It is perhaps safe to gay that
the best Eoglish is wot suited to the
journal, for i¢is the slwplest, most direct,
least ornate, and least collogaial, while the
atyle puited to the hasty peru=al of the busi-
ness man in the strest car mast be emphatio,
ptriking, puvgent, aud perhaps even exagge-
rated. It wmust attract attention at the mo-
ment, and 1o do that it wost adapt itself to the |
need of that woment. The styls of the |
Loudon 7mies Lias been mnch sdmired, aud a
Btrong effort has been clearly wads to keep it |
as oear the well of Nuglish undefiled as cir-
cumatences will perwit, aud yet “slang
oreeps into its colummns, and is often mosg
useful and effective. A great event produces
& word, or a grea! man strikes out a phrase so
vivid, 8o full of mexning, that pages of cironm
locution would mot give the ides, and ths
thonght if express-d by the rules of dictionary
and grammar, would lose Lalf its weight; aod |
such words can often be effevtively used 1o
conversatioa or in that currewt literaturs
whicl is but written couversation.

While availing ourselves of all these aoul-
dental helps, it must be remewmbered that iu
the style of Kpglizh there is a well-established
oriterion, and that it has been best exemplitsd |
by the old-time anthora who figure 50 largsly
in the “Epglish Reader.” Uuconscionsly we
still refer to them as our mod-ls, and the le.l-
ing authors of to-day approach most nesrly
in simplicity and directuess to the dictioa
of Addison, Steele, and Goldsmith, lasu
and “Fern'-ery amuse the wowent, and the
humor of the **Confederate X Roads' iwparts
an sdditional relish to our morning colfse, Lat
we do not want the minds of onr children to
be fed entirely upon such dist.

The old-established system of scholastic
oeduostion seemed to ignore the practioal datiss
of the future life.

The report is a
vompreheusive doonment, and will well repay
perusal.
